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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(a) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over applicants admitted prior art. 

Applicants admitted prior art (AAPA) disclose a susceptor supporting construction of 
ceramic, for heating member (Abstract), the inner space of the supporting member 
communicating with opening of the chamber (Fig -6) and a seal between the supporting member 
and the inner space of the chamber (20), a diameter extending portion (21a) and a continuous 
round portion between diameter extending portion and the main supporting member (Fig 6), 
radial thickness of diameter extending portion being greater than that of the main portion, 
straight portion between the round portion and diameter extending portion and substantially same 
diameter along the entire length of the support member. 

Regarding the curvature radius of the round portion between the main portion and 
diameter-extending portion, the actual dimensions are optimized according to the properties of 
the susceptor and process conditions. 

It was held in re Dailey, 357 F.2d 669, 149 USPQ 47 (CCPA 1966) that the shape was a 
matter of choice, which a person of ordinary skill in the art would have found obvious absent 
persuasive evidence that the particular shape was significant. (Also see MPEP 2144.04(d)). 
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Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/2/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments against Aruga have enabled these rejections to be removed. 

Regarding the issue of substantially constant diameter, it is examiners position that this 
applies to applicants admitted prior art in broad sense since the drawing may not be to scale. 
Moreover minor change of shape absent showing of criticality does not lend patentability.
